and Third-Party Traffic 


__ The following is excerpted from a previous bulletin released in 
November of 1989. The text is excellent for those needing 
clarification on the continuing problem with various in- 
terpretations of third-party and business communications in the 
amateur bands. I advise all SYSOP’s to keep this on file as a 
resource when clarification users are needed. 

Packet radio, because of it’s unique potential, is easily 
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| susceptible to abuse in these areas; particularly that of com- 


mercial communications. 

The commission has, on numerous occasions, provided 
guidance to amateur stations conducting third-party com- 
munications. 

In the Report and Order in P.R. Docket Number 88-139, for in- 
stance, the commission concurred with the ARRL’s observation 
concerning the proper balance in the rules between the flexibility to 
achieve the objectives of the amateur service and the degree of 
protection necessary to prevent exploitation of the service. The 
amateur service should be allowed to utilize its’ allocated 
frequencies unfettered by encroachment from commercial en- 
tities. It should not be allowed to be exploited by those who would 
use them as an alternative to the land mobile, broadcast, maritime 
or common carrier radio services. 

For the above reason, Section 97.113(a) of the commission’s 
rules prohibits an amateur station from transmitting any com- 
munication the purpose of which is to facilitate the business or 
commercial of any party. No amateur station shall transmit 
communications as an alternative to other authorized radio ser- 
vices, except as necessary to provide emergency communications. 

In the Order adopted June 29, 1983, the commission stated that 
the term “‘business’’ in this instance, is used in the broadcast 
context. It includes all types of communications which are intended 
to facilitate the regular business or commercial affairs of any 
party, whether individual or organization, whether for-profit or 
not-for-profit, whether charitable or commercial and whether 
government or non-government. 

_ By Public Notice titled “Amateur Service International Radio- 
communications’’ dated September 1, 1989, the commission further 
elaborated upon the scope of Sectiv.: 97.113(a): all types of com- 
munications relating to business activities, including the ad- 
vertising, soliciting, ordering, furnishing, delivering, accounting or 
billing of any supplies, materials or services are prohibited. 

Although Section 97.115(a) permits an amateur station to 
transmit messages for a third-party to any station within the 
jurisdiction of any foreign government whose administration has 
made arrangements with the United States, all international 
communications by amateur stations are subject to Section 97.117 
of the commission’s rules, which limits amateur station tran- 
smissions to a different country to messages of a technical nature 
relating to tests and to remarks of a personal character for which, 
by reason of their unimportance, recourse to the public telecom- 
munications service is not justified. This rule conforms to the In- 
ternational Radio Regulations applicable to the amateur service. 

Our approach has been to allow the amateur community to 
resolve the issue in a spirit of cooperation, as it has for many issues 
several times in the past.

FMSN Reported by 0.B., WC4D: Quite a difference in the traffic 
handled in January compared to December. With no special event 
or holiday traffic during January, the QTC was only 80 versus 267. 

QNI however, was only slightly off with 34 different stations with 
a total QNI of 382 versus 390 in December.

Pursuant to a letter printed in Florida Skip (volume 32, number 
6, February 1990) entitled ‘‘An Open Letter to the Florida Repeater 
Council”’ written by Lee Gross, KI4FF, a careful review of the facts 
will indicate that the information contained in KI4FF’s letter is 
inaccurate and misleading. 

I would hope that Mr. Gross was merely misinformed of the 
facts pertaining to an incident that recently happened between the 
Florida Repeater Council, Inc..and Mr. Bob Hartleb, WA4EMJ, as ] 
have not been interviewed by Mr. Gross. 

The ‘Policy Statement’? Mr. Gross refers to has been in 
existence since the inception of the Florida Repeater Council, Inc. 
and a copy has been sent to every repeater sponsor. I have also 
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been enclosing a copy of the Repeater Coordination Policy 
Statement with every new and updated coordination and with any 
written correspondence that is sent out. 

Numerous amateurs have purchased repeaters in the past and 
have had the frequencies coordinated to them only due to the fact 
that there were no applicants for repeater sponsorship on file with 
the council. There have been numerous applicants on file with the 
council for many months with equipment and sites ready to go, but 
have not yet been coordinated for a frequency pair in the south 
region because there are no available pairs for assignment. The 


pair in question was recoordinated to the next applicant as hin’ the 


FRC Policy. 

Also, Mr. Gross refers to repeaters as being “‘nothing more than 
parts” since the pair is not transferrable which is in effect, the 
practice of buying and selling frequency pairs. 

If frequency pairs are not reverted back to the council for 
reissue as per the FRC Policy, then new sponsorships will never 
have the opportunity to install repeater systems. 

I do not necessarily agree with all of the policies adopted by the 
Florida Repeater Council, Inc., but as an officer/staff member I 
must abide by the policies and enforce them and that is exactly 
what I have done to the letter with no exceptions. I hope each of you 
continue to fully support the policies and actions of the Florida 
Repeater Council, Inc. 

If you would like to make changes to the policies and practices of 
the FRC, then please contact your regional director and voice your 
valued concerns. Please feel free to contact me for any coor- 
dination concerns.

PROJECT

So warmly was our service received, that 154 messages were 
originated. One hundred-and-three were sent via NTS and packet. 
However, 53 of these were for in-county delivery. (Polk is a big 
county.) These were delivered by telephone. 

The pre-selected message text was created by Ginger Fit- 
zgerald, WB4SOU, and incorporated ARRL MSG format with a few 
modifications. 

Amateurs representing Lakeland Amateur Radio Club, Polk 
Ham Club and Polk ARES/RACES enthusiastically participated. 
Their cornbined efforts made this a very rewarding, enjoyable and 
successful holiday season event. 

The way it worked for us was: 

One ham made an advance phone call to each nursing home, 
establishing a contact person (usually the activities director). The 
service was explained and, if interested, a mutual time was set up 
to drop off the message form packet, which included, an in- 
troduction letter, specific instructions, a third party country list 
and also an ARRL numbered densa sheet. (They might want 
to send an additional type of message. ) 

Arrangements were made for pick-up by December 13th, by a 
predesignated operator. These were then sorted by region/area for 
routing into NTS/area or within the state. (All Florida NTS Nets 
were alerted, usually about a week or 10 days in advance, to an- 
ticipate additional outgoing traffic starting about December 14th 
through 22nd. That helps! ) 

Perhaps your club might like to do such a fun project for the 


shut-ins. Even mobile home parks have enjoyed this service.

The nursing homes expressed their deep appreciation of our 
service and plans are underway to do this project again in 1990.

FLORIDA PACKET

Station Activity Report (SAR) is a voluntary report from a 
station handling NTS traffic to the Section Traffic Manager (STM). 
The SAR is always dated and sent on the first of the month and 
reports NTS activity of that station for the previous month. 

For instance, on August Ist, reports will be sent advising NTS 
activities for the month of July. Four categories of information are 
reported and the total of items. A sample SAR follows. 

Assume your call-sign is KB4FDV. Your SAR would look like 
this:

This message means two messages were accepted from | 
someone locally which KB4FDV sent. He takes credit for “ORIG 2” 
and for ‘SENT 2.”” Then he received a total of six messages of 
which four were sent (relayed) and two were delivered ‘“RCVD 4”’ 
and “‘DLVD 2.’’*The remaining four that were relayed onward are © 
added to the “SENT 2” for a “SENT 6.” Adding up all of the 
“ORIG,” ‘““RCVD,” ‘“‘SENT”’ and “‘DLVD” gives a ‘‘TOTAL 16.”’ 


“ORIG” credit is only for messages sent that are for a third 
party. For instance, John Smith down the street asks you to send a 
message to his daughter in New Jersey. When you write that. 
message down that’s one point “ORIG 1.’’ When you send that 
message (via packet, C.W. or voice) you take credit for “SENT 1.” 

If his daughter replies and you receive it (via packet, C.W. or 
voice) you take credit for ‘‘“RCVD 1.’’ When you pick up the 
telephone and deliver that message to John Smith you take credit 
for ‘“DLVD 1.” 

Now if you should originate a message to your cousin in Rhode 
Island, you take no credit for ‘‘ORIG”’ since it was not initiated by a 
third party, but you do take credit when you send it ‘“‘SEND 1.” 

If your cousin replies by ham radio (a formal NTS MSG) and . 
you receive it, you take credit for ‘‘RCVD 1,’ but no credit for 
delivering it to yourself. There is, of course, no SAR credit for 
personal (SP) messages. Only for messages that are informal NTS 
(ST) format.

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ANTENNA ORDINANCE PALM BEACH COUNTY 
By Henry L. Luhrman, W4PZV 


Palm Beach County enacted this ordinance which went into 
effect February 1, 1990. The highlights are as follows. 
Ordinance only applies to unincorporated areas. 


Permit ,is required from building division requiring. zoning 
approval for all antenna support structures and beams installed on 
those higher than 35 feet above ground. Any support structures 
higher ‘than 70 feet above grade level or 15 feet above building 
height, whichever is greater, shall be subject to special exceptions. 

All antenna support structures and the beams installed on these 
support structures which do not extend greater than 70 feet or 15 
feet above building height are exempt from special exceptions. 

All antenna support structures and the beam antennas installed 
on these support structures which have been constructed, installed 
and are operational as of February 1, 1990 shall be considered legal, 
non-conforming uses. 


By February 1, 1992 all legal non-conforming structures and the 
beam antennas installed on these support structures which extend 


greater than 70 feet above grade level or 15 feet above building 
height, whichever is greater shall acquire written certification 
from the zoning division. Such registration shall reflect the height 
and location of the antenna support structure and the beam in- 
stalled on the support structure, and the date of installation and 
documentation of installation. 


All support structures and the beam antenna installation shall 
conform to the minium yard setback requirements. Also no an- 
tenna support structure shall be located in the front yard. No more 
than one antenna support structure which exceeds 40 feet in height 
shall be allowed on any lot.

SUCCESSFUL LAUNCH OF 
SIX AMATEUR RADIO SATELLITES 
By Walt, W4DWN, AMSAT No. 1184 

January 21, 1990 saw the launch of two U-SAT satellites along 
with four low earth orbiting satellites known as MICRO-SATS. 

The MICRO-SATS are small nine-inch cubes weighing less than 
25 pounds. Basic structure of the MICRO-SATS is a cube of five 
stacked aluminum trays. The receiver, special experiments, 
computers, power supplies and transmitters are each housed in 
separate trays. All other surfaces are covered with silicon solar 
cells. The four MICRO-SATS combine educational, experimental 
and scientific missions in low earth orbit. ¢ 

With the launch the six satellites are called OSCARS 14, 15, 16, 
17, 18 and 19. As of this writing each satellite is being programmed 
and tested preparatory to being placed into general use. They 
should be ready by the time you read this.

MICROSAT INFO 


By Walt Dixon, WADWX, No. 1184 

AMSAT-OSCAR 16 (PACSAT) sponsored by AMSAT-NA and 
LUSAT-OSCAR 19 sponsored by AMSAT Argentina are primarily 
packet radio store and forward flying mailboxes. They are 
designed to receive digital packet radio mesSages from ground- 
based stations and relay them to other ground-based stations in 
other geographic locations later along the spacecraft’s orbital 
path. Also OSCAR 19 contains a special beacon which transmits 
telemetry back to earth by Morse Code. 

WEBER-OSCAR 18 is sponsored by Weber State College of 
Ogcen, Utah has several experiments including a CCD camera and 
software to interpret images of earth from space. In addition there 
is a digital store and forward system. 

DOVE-OSCAR 17 sponsored by AMSAT-Brazil is intended to 
interest young students in amateur radio and satellite technology. 
It is not a store and forward satellite. It does transmit telemetry 
using standard AX.25 packets using the BELL 202 standard. 
Anyone with a VHF packet station can receive DOVE’s data. 

DOVE’s primary function is to downlink digitized voice. Tt has a 
special voice synthesizer and voice digitizer capable of tran- 
smitting messages and date in plain language. 

Students using simple equipment can receive these broadcasts 
in their own classrooms. Broadcasts will be made in all languages.
